Recently  a  gentleman  from  Toronto  sen'  us  a  well  preserved  cc 
of  the  1902  Sarnia  Collegiate  institute  Year  Book.  This  Year  Book  <  E 
years  old)  is  evidence  of  the  proud  tradition  that  we  bear  at  S.C.i.  &  T.S. 

The  1302  editor  advised  the  students  as  follows  concerning  th< 
school  work  and  success: 

"So  if  there  are  any  good  qualities,  they  are  mine,  if  there  is  merit, 
I  claim  it.  if  there  is  blame,  no  one  else  gets  it.  if  there  is  anything 
superfluous  put  it,  I  put  it  there,  if  there  is  anything  left  out,  I  left  it  out, 
if  there  is  any  word  misspelled,  I  did  it,  if  there  is  any  bad  grammar, 
I  used  it.  If  there  is  any  beautiful  expression,  I  wrote  it.  If  there  is  any 
reward,  I  get  it.  If  there  is  any  punishment,  it  is  all  for  me,  if  a  good  mat 
is  obtained,  it  is  to  my  credit.  If  a  poor  mark  is  obtained,  it  is  to  my  shame. 
Nominative  case,  I;  genitive  case,  my  or  mine;  accusative  case,  me; 
no  plural,  no  2nd  or  3rd  person;  only  1st  person,  singular  number;  only 
me". 

The  advantage  of  tradition  is  that  it  has  stood  the  test  of  time.  It  gives 
us  something  to  stand  for  when  values  shift  around  us.  In  1902  they 
were  stront  on  commitment  and  responsibility.  So  we  can  be  today.
